SUBJECT : Legislative Request 


1. In a conversation yesterday with fommer Con- 
gressman Alfred E. Sieminski, (R., N.J.,) I referred 
to the letter from Senator Inouye to the Director 
forwarding a copy of his report to the Senate on 
the work of the Select Committee, which I had seen 
posted on the fisst floor bulletin board.
